At tbo morgaa thin morning out of 
l()u|bodies M were Identified. Com- 
miasioner of Cliaritios Taller today 
issned an order that all bodies not 
identified this morning be embalmed. 

The coroner's list showa M>9 bodies 
of the Slooum victims recovered. 
Nearly EM woo olaimed by friends 
or relative, and loss tban a hundred 
bodies remain on East pier. It ia now 
believed the dead will number about 
eight hundred.

Police and health department 
officials placed the number nt 1,000 
and more, but today it would seem 
that tbe maximum fatality will not 
largely exceed H00.
